The Muncie ease, in which Governor Ralston has seized notice on 
Mayor Bunch that unless he enforces the law and cleans up the town 
the governor will be forced to take a hand and do it for him is 
bound to attract much interest all over the state. It has long been 
reasonably clear that Mayor Bunch's sympathies were decidedly with 
the wide-open element in the town; that he has permitted flagrant 
violations of the law and tolerated condition^! repugnant to every 
sense of decency and order. 


It is apparent that public patience at Muncie has been strained 
to the limit, and with impeachment charges filed the aid of the gov»- 
emor has been sought to enforce some respect for law and order on 
the part of the constituted authorities of that city. The governor has 
given the mayor fair warning. If he is compelled to take further 
steps, they are likely to be both drastic and effectual. 


What evidence is in the hands of the governor regarding law^ss 
conditions at Muncie has not yet been disclosed, Itut it is c^ear that a 
desperate situation must have been revealed in order to move the 
governor to interference. The state executive is naturally reluctant 
to meddle in the affairs of a city. It is going to be an awful shock 
\o Mayor Bunch's adminisJ;ration to discover.the hitherto unsuspect- 
gd fact that there is a higher power than its own. 
, , 


The recent sale of the Indiana Lighting company, of which the 
Fort Wajme artificial gas system is a part, marks the virtual retire- 
ment of the Murdock interests from Indiana public utilities, in ^which 
they have figured actively for more than a quarter of a century. "We 
are mighty glad to be out of it,'' Charles Murdock is quoted as hav- 
ing declared, "for public utilities are always a football for the pub- 
lic," and his statement is a truism that will be generally adgiitted. 
When the public longs to kick something, it usually find a public 
service corporation near by and takes a wallop at that. Yet there are 
thousands of men in Indiana eager to take the job of being a public 
service corporation magnate, and those already at it manage to put 
up a pretty fair presentment of prosperity. 


Official investigation has absolved Patrolman Glenn Johnson, 
whose naihe became involved in the disappearance of tickets from a 
local moving picture theater, and the officer has been premitted to re- 
sume his beat, so that the unfortunate incident is closed. Patrolman 
Johnson was credited Avith the statement that the affair was the out- 
come of an effort of others on the force to '' get him,'' and that is the 
phase of the affair most important to the public. If there is discord, 
bickering and petty jealousy in the police ranks, there cannot be 
high grade police service. Police Chief Lenz owes it to the city to 
unload the trouble-makers and the incompetents, and we trust he will 
promptly and effectively address himself to that task. It may not bo 
a pleasant one, but it is highly essential. 


There- will be genuine regret over the state, regardless of party 
affiliation, that it is the precarious state of-health that has led to the 
retirement of Hugh Th. Miller from the race for the republican sen- 
atorial nomination, Indiana came to know Mr, Miller during his term 
as lieutenant governor, it entertains for him a large degree of respect 
and friendship, and he is distinctly an asset to his party in this state, 
li^ is profoundly hoped that he may be successful in his battle against 
disease which has laid its hand upon him. 


There have been some extremely brief honeymoons in Fort 
Wayne, but in the light of tltat Whitley county case in which suit for 
divorce is filed three days after the nuptial ceremony, it is hardly 
worth while for any of the local aspirants for records in briefness* of 
wedded bliss to enter the contest for the Northern Indiana champion- 
ihip. That Whitley county couple has won it, hands down. 


Colonel Roosevelt has declined an invitation to deliver an ad- 
dress in Canada because he says he cannot trust himself to talk on the 
war in a foreign land. Occasionally the ex-president manifests a de- 
gree of discretion hitherto wholly unsuspected by his enemies who 
insist Colonel Roosevelt can always be depended up to spill the 
beans. 


So many federal probes of one thing arid another are under^way 
that one is moved to profound respect for the inventive genius that 
discovers so many things that need an investigation. Moreover, the 
new oases developing almost daily indicate that there is no danger 
whatever of a shortage in the isapply.

party. 
No greater mistake could have 
been made. - 


Those who thus gossiped at Mr. Mar- 
shall's expense showed neither knowl- 
edge of the man, nor appreciation oi' 
the democracy's needs. 
He could get 
along without his I'arty much bettor 
than his party Mitliout him. 
Denied 
indorsement, he could return to Tn- 
diana, reopen his lav/ office, enjoy again 
the society of his old friends and neigh- 
bors, and get more and bigger fees thaii 
ever. 


But his party next year will require 
to be brought as clo.'^ely as possible to 
the people; and 3ir. Marshall figures in 
popular discussion as "the human ele- 
ment of the democratic outfit." Tho

STRAIGHT TALK ON ROADS 


(Indiana Daily Times). 


Much solid truth and food for reflec- 
tion is to be found in the report of the 
good roads commission informally ap- 
peinled some time ago by Gov. Ralston. 
This non-j)artisan 
commission, .serving 
v ithout pay and without legislative au- 
thority. nevirtheless has rendered good 
service, it would bo more than justified 
if for no other reason than the fact 
that it has boiled down for the ta.v- 
payer to study, the actual road condi- 
tions as they exist in the state. In- 
diana's road troubles are enumerated by 
the commission brieflj'^ as follow.s: 


"From almost every section of the 
state come comrdaints of unsatisfactory 
road conditions, either roads bad, not 
properly maintained, or cost excessive— 
ficquently all three. 


"The postofflce department reports 21,- 
000 miles of post roads in Indiana in 
bad condition the whole or part of the 
year. 


"The office of public roads report much 
unfit material is used by honest officials, 
because the state has no skilled depart- 
ment and laboratory to test the same 
for county and township officials. 


"Thoxisands lose their lives eacli year 
by grade crossing and other road acci- 
dents. Coimty and township officers can 
T!ot negotiate effectively, with railwj» 
oflicials to correct this, A state depart- 
met can. 


"Indiana spends,$15,000,000 each year, 
through 4,500 officials, for roads. Where 
dees the money go? Is it honestly and 
efficiently expended? There is no one to 
gather and publish thia 3ufonn.ition. 


"The auto license tax ia a state tax 
distributed to the coimties to be < 
nended on the roads. Wn« if boon flmip' 
You don't knoAv nor neither do wo. There 
is no state officer to collect the informa- 
tion and report to the govcrnoror the

Comparet, and was active in the affairs 
of the city. 
He was married to Sarah 
Columbia., a member o/ 
another prom- 
inent early family, and after which, by 
the way, Columbia street was named. 


Charles Case, in the upper right hand 
corner, was an early attorney, whom 
the historians tell us. "was noted for 
hie kind deeds and lovable actions." He 


certainly was a mixer and a real for sure 
politician, for he 
once defeated J. L. 
Worden, and once R. J. Dawson for con- 
gress, winning both my big majorities. 


Francis Aveline was a member of a 
prominent French family here in the 
early days. 
He is seen in the lower 
right hand corner. It was he who built 
the old Penn house, north of the city, 
on the Leo road, ninety years ago, and 
operated it as the county's first wayside 
inn, and he later built and manned 


the old Aveline house, that stood on 
the site of the present iShoafi' building. 


In the lower left hand corner is seen 
the father of OoiincilmAn 
Eugene 
B. 
Smith, J. 'M. Smith, an early politician 
in this city and for years a'prominent 
figure in the community. 
The pictures 
were dug lip at Grand Rapids recently, 
and T\efe brought here by a former Fort 
Wayne man. 
They are small in the 
originals, and are " greatly enlarged as 
they appear in the paper.

How the Story Was Started. 


The affair, which seemed for a time 
to threaten the police department with 
another 
scandal and Patrolman 
John- 
son with disgrace, grew out of a silly 
fib told by Officer Johnson's 
15-year- 
old daughter, Jeanette, when she pre- 
sented some stolen tickets for admis- 
sion at the Orpheum and out of Man- 
ager A. L. Brentlinger's first statement 
to Qiief Lenz and to newspaper men 
that these tickets were found by him 
to have been 
removed 
from 
unused 
reels of tickets 
stored in 
an 
upper 
room of the theater building. 
It was 
proved by the tickets themselves and 
by Manager 
Bentlinger's testimony 
at 
the hearing that all the tickets in pos- 
session of Miss Johnson had been pre- 
viously flsed. 


Miss 
Johnson 
testified 
that

tickets were given to her on Calhoun 
street by Earl Long, on Saturday even- 
ing, November 27, and that the same 
evening she offered three of them foj 
the admission of herself and two girl 
friends she had met to the Orpheum. 
When the tickets were found to be for 
another date than 
that 
upon 
whicli 
they were presented she was questioned 
by MaAger Brentlinger, to whom she 
related the story tlrnt thev had been 
jiven her by her father, who had told 
lier, she 
stated, they had been given 
to him by the manager of the theater. 
Miss Johnson told the board that Long 
met her in front of the Lyric theater 
and gave her twenty-eight tickets, say- 
ing they had been given to him by Of- 
ficer Johnson.

minimum risk and maximum profit. 
It has developed into a regular occu- 
pation 
w^ith many 
hands of tvro, 
three and four members known as 
heel mobs. 
BUSY AT 
THEIR TRADE. 


Although 
some 
of these "mobs" 
stay in one city permanently, the 
higher class of damper getters work 
. 
about a month in Chicago, a month 
In New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
shorter periods in smaller cities, al- 
ways going and coming, plying tbeir 
trade every day, all day long, every- 
i where. They become known as heel 
men to the police of any one city 
•)nly when 
one 
of 
their number 
"drops for a fall." 
The rare times 
I have 
heard of a first-class fceel 
man 
going to 
prison were on ac- 
count of failure to save sufficient 
"fall money" out of the earnings of a 
mob, money with 
which to hire a 
clever 
"mouthpiece" 
(lawyer) 
or 
bribe the cops. 


Tow, Jerry, Harry and Dick form 
a "mob out on the heel." 
Tom is 
middle-aged, ruddy, in dress and ap- 
pearance a prosperous stock broker. 
Jerry is younger, an athletic, vigor- 
ous young bank clerk to the casual 
glance. 
Harry is past 50, with hair 
almost white and 
would pass for 
that well known taxpayer, "pro bono 
publico." 
Dick, of uncertain age, 
can assume with equal ease the role 
^ f meter inspector or police inspec- 
tor. 


LAXINia OUT THB 
DAT»S WORK. 


They meet by appointment at their 
, favorite cafe at 7 a. m., have a cock- 
tail as they read the papers and map 
out the morning's work, which starts 
at 8 a. m. 
sharp. 
Selecting 
eight 
square blocks in the busiest section 
of town, each is given two blocks to 
cover in the following manner:

the drill counter with the salesman. 
Jerry, 
bareheaded, 
in 
his 
shirt 
sleeves, walks in rapidly with a bust- 
like air and goes directly to the cash 
register 
behind the 
counter.

moment he reaches the music box 
Harry drops llO in silver quarters 
on the floor, attracting general at- 
tention to himself as he nervously

While Jerry calmly empties 
the register and

under Jock and 
key during 
business 
hours 
and in the saie at 
night. 
Out of his damper the pro- 
prietor may 
pay 
his landlord the 
rent, the brewery collector for the 
beer, and here, too, is kept the cash 
for the accommodation 
of

known 
customers 
who 
desire to 
have checks cashed. 


In one of our large cities is a sa- 
loon run by a big German who does 
considerable 
business.

boss, pays all his bills in currency

of a cigar box he 
keeps in a 
damper while he is behind the bar. 
and when he goes upstairs he takes 
it with him. 


Several heel mobs had exhausted 
their ingenuity in vain attempts to 
get Jake te leave this damper unpro- 
tected for a few minutes during the 
hour when his two bartenders were 
upstairs eating dinner and he alone 
in the bar.

Finally two heel men formed a 
plan and waited until the first of the 
month, when they were reasonably 
sure, if successful, to get a month'» 
rent, beer bill and the check money.

trade it Is 
is greatly misleadng. 


Jerry, for instance, never knows

Statistics compiled show that the 
average yearly income of persons

on 
economics, 
places the 
minimum family Income adequate to 
the maintenance 
of 
normal living 
conditions in the smaller cities of 
the north, according to the general 
prevailing American ^notion of de- 
cent living, at $650, Accordingly, un- 
less more than one member of each 
family contributes'to the household 
expenses the income is $150 a year 
less than adequate. 


Estimates compiled show that not 
more than one person in every twen- 
ty-five engaged In gainful occupa- 
tions in the United States earns over 
$1,000 a year. The latest census re- 
turns show that only 40 per cent of 
tjie population is so employed. Prom 
this the deduction is made that not 
more than one person in every six- 
ty men, women and children in the 
United States earns $1,000 a year or 
more. 


While the federal government has 
never 
made a survey of the earn- 
ings of the entire population, statis- 
tics have been compiled on certain 
industries. 
The last table made on 
the earnings of railroad 
employes 
shows that only seven men in every 
100 earned as much as $1,000 a year. 
Earnings of male 
employes 
under 
21 years of age were not considered. 
Neither were the earnings of female 
employes. 
If there are 
but seven 
adult male 
employes in every 100 
making over $1,000 a year statisti- 
cians here are confident that not 
more than four employed persona in 
every 100 are making 
over $1,000 
when the low salaries of female em- 
ployes and minor males is fignired in 
the average. 


With one of every twenty-five per- 
sons in the country making $1,000 a 
year or more, there are in the United 
States approxmately 1,500,000 with 
incomes of more than $1,000 a year. 
The last census 
showed 
38,167,366 
persons engaged in gainful occupa- 
tions. 
The total population at that 
time was 91,972,266, and the number 
of persons 10 years of age or over 
was 71,580,270. Fifty-three per cent, 
or a little more than half, of all the

According to the estimates made 
as to the number of persons in the 
United States making in excess of 
$1,000 a year and the returns made 
to the treasury department on the in- 
come tax statements, there are in 
this country 1,169,097 persons who 
have incomes of more 
than $1,000 
but less than $3,000. 


That there is widespread miscon- 
ception as to the number of persons 
having even moderate incomes was 
proven by the returns made as a re- 
sult of the passage of the income tax 
law. When the law was being Con- 
sidered by Congress estimates were 
made to the committee that at least 
425,000 persons in the United States 
had incomes of more than $3,000 per 
annum. 
The 
returns 
showed but 
357,598. 


When the law was passed it wai 
believed that over 100 persons in the 
United States had Incomes of more 
than $1,500,000 a year. The retuma 
showed only forty-four to be getting 
more than $1,000,000. Similar reduc- 
tions were made in all classes. 


The first report made by the treaa« 
ury department showed the number 
of returns made on the income tax 
to be as follows:

A survey made 
in N^w Jersey in 1908 showed the 
average annual ^ g e in 2,127 estab- 
lishments in that state to be $500.14.'

Professor Nearing, who has devot- 
ed considerable study to the question 
of incomes in the United States, is

the industries of Massachusettes re- 
ceive'd in annual earnings for a nor- 
mally prosperous 
year 
more than 
$1,000. 
On the 
other hand, 
more 
than one-third of all the adult males 
are paid wages under 
$500; mora 
than one-half receive wages undaf • 
$600; while nearly three-fourths re- 
ceive less than $700 annually." 


In dealing with statistics on rail- 
ways Professor Nearing 
concluded 
that "in 1909 51 per cent of the mil- 
lion and a half railroad employes In 
the United States received less than 
$625 a year; that 93 per'cent receiv- 
ed 
less 
than 
$1,000 
a 
year, 
leaving 7 per cent who earned more 
than $1,000." 


Dr. Spahn's estimates show that he 
has figured 200,000 persons in tha 
United States make $5,000 a year or 
over, 1,300,000 make from $1,200 to 
$5,000 and 
11,000,000 get less than 
$1,200 a year.

As one immigration 
agent expressed it: The' railroads 
would rather have a good farmer 
with $100 than an inexperienced 
farmer with $1.000 or l?,000. 
RAILROADS 
CO-OPERATING. 


The railroads are admittedly con? 
sidering the proposition 
from the 
angle of gain. They want to place 
good farmers along their right of 
ways so that they may derive freight 
charges on the products shipped by 
these 
immigrant 
farmers. 
TUey 
make every effort, however, to place 
thèse men on the land most suitable 
for their ability. 


Recently an Italian 
village 
of 
about 1,000 men has been establishrr 
ed by a certain railway at Tpny- 
town, Ark. All the men tnere are 
adept at raising grapes 
and have 
tt^eeh placed in charge of extensive 
learda there. It Is the óbject of the 
Ihunlgration department? of the var 
riouS railroads to place these men 
in climates that are partipulafly 
«ùtted to them and 
to choose for 
thèih thé kind of soil to which they 
have been accustomed in their farih- 
i|ig in the Old World. 


The Italian immigrants will hot 
consider locating any place

Because of the excessive

and other northern states, including 
Minnesota, many Swedes and Nor- 
wegians have found homesteads and 
have made a success of farming. 


The United States itself has about 
a million acres of land that it wishes 
practically to give to men and wom- 
en who will develop it and through 
their own prosperity aid in the pros- 
perity and financial development of 
the nation. The United States wants 
men and women who can work hard 
and make a living 
for themselves 
and will 
guard itself 
against the 
hordes that may sweep in this direc- 
tion at the end of the war. 
BELGIAN 
EXAMPLE. 


Much has been said about the Bel- 
gians emigrating and coming to this 
country. 
Many of their orphans 
have been brought here and have 
found homes. The United States of 
America wishes to foster every man, 
woman and cbild who has not en- 
joyed liberty in his own country, 
hut it intends to jealously guard its 
ports from men and women who 
come here impoverished. 
It Is a 
rule of the customs officers and that 
department that none Is to be ad- 
mitted who cannot show sufficient 
funds to support him or her until 
such a time as they may become 
self- supporting. 


Whether there will be a great in- 
flux of immigrants after the war is 
yet a matter of conjecture. 
Real 
estate dfealers and the railroads real- 
ize it as a possibility, but they also 
realize that all governments will be 
short of expert workmen .after the 
war and will do their utmost to pre- 
vent ' the emigration of their men 
after the war is settled. 


Despite the willingness of Uncle 
Sam to give a. home and emplo$^cnt 
to everyone suffering a desire for 
, freedom, the governments ojf the Old 
World have effectively prevented 
emigration for many years t;efore 
the war broke out and this la fcr- 
ther proof that the entire conflict 
was planned 
long 
before it ever 
came to a climax and that every na- 
tion now engaged in it had been pre- 
paring for. it. 


The German nation always has 
sought in everi^ manner possible to * 


discourage emigration. The farmers 
themselves found 
their lands fer- 
tile and profitable in the conflues 
of the former Prussian empire, but 
many of them fled the enforced mil- 
itary service. 
In this connection 
may be mentioned 
the three great 
editors—Daenzer, Schurz and I're- 
torlous who founded great newspa- 
pers in the United States and made 
fortunes here. 


None of them might be referred to 
as having fled military service in 
the Old World. The three might be 
mentioned rather as having sought 
freedom 
of speech 
in the United 
States. 
THE KIND 
WANTED. 


That it is the 
evident desire oi 
many aliens to seek future fortune 
in the land of the ftee is evidenced 
by frequent attempts on the part of 
the subjects of other governments to 
make their way here. 
Recently a 
number of able-bodied men have 
sought to make the journey to Amer- 
ica with the hope of escaping the 
conscription 
that 
they fear Great 
Britain finally will adopt. 


But it is conceded that the nations 
of the Old World will in future pïo- 
hlblt their able-bodied men irom 
coming to America. 


Before the war certain American 
railroads sent representatives to Eu- 
rope to solicit immigrants to the 
United States who would take up 
farms and develop the land. For at 
least a year before the war all of 
the nation? now engaged prevented 
these farmer? from departing. 


Later the steamship agents,, who 
make their salaries and commissions 
by inducing trans-Atlai^tic traveling, 
took up the matter of immigration to 
the United States. When the pres- 
ent war hovered with deflnlte cer- 
tainty over the Old World even the 
steamship agents were barred from 
soliciting Immigrants to the United 
States. 


While before the war there weire 
approximately 4.000,000 men. wom- 
en and children coming to the United 
States to seek freedom under the 
Stara and Stripes.the present income 
is placed at about 100.000 


Those 
arriving 
are all 
stury 
farmers. 
Some of them have fam- 
ilies of 17 children and could easily 
handle from 400 to 1,000 acres and 
make the soil produce ample re- 
turns. 


The children are educated from 
birth 
in the art of 
farming and 
eventually 
branch out for them- 
selves as successful ag^culturists. 
in this regard they are inore valua- 
ble than ever for they never con- 
sider life in the city. 
TRAINED 
FARMERS. 


The United States offers wonder- 
ful opportunities to all who have 
the determination to work hard on 
the farms allotted them. It wanta 
real fanners and not those ^ho are 
experimenting. 
It offers all the 
privileges they are seeking—freedom 
in religion, freedom in thought and 
freedom from religious limitations. 
Its banks are extremely liberal in 
giving them the financial backing 
they need and those who have the 
sum needed for the original invest- 
ment can readily find sufficient cap- 
ital to back them in their future en- 
deavors. 


This new world freedom has prov- 
ed a wonderful inducement to Rus- 
sian Jews, who in many centurie» 
have known I r ^ o m 
only as that 
concession of thè iRussian govern- 
ment that allowed them only to eat 
sufficient food to iceep themselvea 
alive and deprived 
them of every 
vestige of the ri^ht of citizenship 
and prevented them frOtt acquirins 
or holding title to land. 


But now 
the United 
States of 
America has thrown Ita doors wide 
open to the sufferera of Europe and 
has offered them a freedom they 
have never known before. To aturdy 
men and women it offers the advan- 
tages that were offered t«| Pilgrim» 
at a date when the trmted 
state» 
was nothitig. y«t through ita Demo- 
cratic prl^cipl^a was able to master 
such a force of flghtinf men that 
even Great Britain, the then moat 
powerful nation of the woiid. wa» 
ihade to tremble and conceda Its de- 
feat before a new nation that wa» 
founded on the terms of freedom.

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Reforming Muncie. 


The Muncie case, in which Governor Ralston has served notice on 


Mayor Bunch that unless he enforces the law and cleans up the town 
the governor will be forced to take a hand and do it for him is 
bound to attract much interest all over the state. It has long been 
reasonably clear that Mayor Bunch's sympathies were decidedly with 
the wide-open element in the town; that he has permitted flagrant 
violations of the law and tolerated conditions repugnant to every 
»ense of decency and order. 


It is apparent that public patience at Muncie has been strained 


to the limit, and with impeachment charges filed the aid of the gov- 
ernor baa been sought to enforce some respect for law and order on 
the part of the constituted authorities of that city. The governor has 
given the mayor fair warning. If he is compelled to take further 
steps, they are likely to be both drastic and effectual. 


What evidence is in the hands of the governor regarding lawless 


conditions at Muncie has not yet been disclosed, but it is clear that a 
desperate situation must have been revealed in order to move the 
governor to interference. Tho state executive is naturally reluctant 
to meddle in the affairs of a city. It is going to be an awful shock 
to Mayor Bunch's administration to discover tlie hitherto uiiHiiupcct- 
id fact that there is a higher power than its own. 


The recent sale of the Indiana Lighting company, of which Hie 


Port Wayne artificial gas system is a part, marks the-virtual retire* 
ment of the Murdock interests from Indiana public utilities, in which 
they have figured actively for more than a quarter of a century. "We 
are mighty glad to be out of it," diaries Murdock is quoted as hav- 
ing declared, "for public utilities tire always a football for the pub 
lie," and his statement is a truism that will be generally admitted 
When the public longs to kick something, it usually find a public 
service corporation near by and takes a wnllop at that. Yet there are 
thousands of men in Indiana eager to take the job of being a public 
service corporation magnate, and those already at it manage to put 
up a pretty fair presentment of prosperity. 


Official investigation has absolved Patrolman Glenn Johnson 


whose name became involved in the disappearance of tickets from a 
local moving picture theater, nnd the officer has been premitted to re 
sume his beat, so that the unfortunate incident is closed. Patrolman 
Johnson was credited with the statement that the affair was the out 
come of an effort of others on the force to "get him," and that is tin 
phase of the affair most important to the public. If there is discord 
bickering and petty jealousy in the police ranks, there cannot b< 
high grade police service. Police Chief Lenz owes it to the city lo 
unload the trouble-makers and the incompetents, and we tmst he will 
promptly and effectively address himself to that task. It may not be 
a pleasant one, but it is highly essential. 


There will be genuine regret over the state, regardless of parly 


affiliation, that it is the precarious state of health that has led to the 
retirement of Hugh Th. Miller from the race for the republican sen- 
atorial nomination. Indiana came to know Mr. Miller during his term 
as lieutenant governor, it entertains for him a large degree of respect 
Mid friendship, and he is distinctly an asset to his party in this state. 
It is profoundly hoped that he may be successful in his battle against 
disease which has laid its hand upon him. 


There have been some extremely brief honeymoons in Fort 


Wayne, but in the light of tliat Whitley county case in which suit for

"till tapper" and the tool was gen- 
erally a daring small boy, working 
under the instruction of a "Fagin" 
who sent him into shops to crawl 
unnoticed behind the counters to. 
steal from the money drawers what- 
ever of silver or bills there. 


But that was before the advent 


of the "music box" (cash register) 
took the graft out of boys' line of 
work into a proposition demanding 
considerable brains to plan and abil- 
ity to execute store robberies with 
minimum risk and maximum profit. 
It has developed into a regular occu- 
pation 
with many hands of two, 


three and four members known as 
heel mobs. 
BUS! AT 
THEIB TRADE. 


Although some of these "mobs" 


stay in one city permanently, the 
higher class of damper getters work 
about a month in Chicago, a moiith 
In New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
ihorter periods in smaller cities, al- 
ways going and coming, plying their 
trade every day, all day long, every- 
where. They become known as heel 
men to the police of any one city 
inly when one 
of their number 


"drops for a fall." The rare times 
I have heard of a first-class teel 


• man going to prison were on ac- 


count of failure to save sufficient 
"fall money" out of tho earnings of a 
mob, money with which to hire a 
clever "mouthpiece" (lawyer) or 
bribe tho cops. 


Tow, Jerry, Harry and Dick form 


a "mob out on the heel." Tom is 
middle-aged, ruddy, in dress and ap- 
pearance a prosperous stock broker. 
'Jerry is younger, an athletic, vigor- 
ous young bank clerk to the casual 
glance. Harry !B past 50, with hair 
almost white and 
would p*ass for 


that well known taxpayer, "pro bono 
publlco." 
Dick, of uncertain age, 


can assume with equal case tho role 
of meter inspector or police inspec- 
tor. 
LATINO Ot'T THB 
DAI'S WORK. 


They meet by appointment at their 


favorite cafe at 7 a. m., hav» a cock- 
tail as they read the papers and map 


'' out tho morning's work, which starts 


at 8 a. m. sharp. Selecting eight 
square blocks in the busiest section 


1 
of town, each is given two blocks to 
cover In the following manner: 


Tom goes to his allotted station, 


where every building contains one 
or more stores. He enters each ono 
In turn to note how business is car- 
. ried on—where the registers arc lo- 
cated, their particular, model, bow 
easily accessible, how near an open- 
Ing in the counter they are placed, 
whether a cashier is employed ur if 
the salespeople operate tho muse 
boxes.

At noon they gath- 
Br to submit for the consideration of 
Jerry, the master mind of the band, 
the result of their observations.

THE DECISIOK.

* The first store they rob Is, we will 
-nay, a busy hardware retaij estab- 
lishment having several different .de- 


partments, each department having 
Its own special clerk and cash regis- 
ter. This particular place has a rush 
hour in which it is hard to be waited 
on. The music box where the steel 
drills, etc., are sold is the objective 
of our friends. During the rush hour 
Tom goes there and has tho sales- 
man wrap up for a $2 twist drill, and 
then takes the clerk 
back to tho 


manager's office to get figures on 
the installation of a steam heating 
plant in his castle In Spain, a 
twenty-room house. 


By this time Harry (pro bono 


publico) is at the next counter to the 
rear making a stall purchase. Dick, 
standing in the aisle, signals, by tak- 
ing his hat off, to Jerry on the side- 
walk just as Tom goes away from 
the drill counter with the salesman. 
Jerry, bareheaded, in his shirt 
sleeves, walks In rapidly with a busi- 
like air and goes directly to the cash 
register 
behind the counter. The 


moment he reaches the music box 
Harry drops $10 in silver quarters 
on the floor, attracting general at- 
tention to himself as he nervously 
starts to gather up the scattered 
coins, while Jerry calmly empties 
the register and walks out of the 
store. 


CAT,M1Y COSTIIflJl 
BOBBING. 


In a few minutes the four are to- 


gether again, with Jerry giving final 
instructions to his stalls regarding 
the next place he has chosen to rob. 
Back in the hardware ctoro the IOSE 
may not be discovered for half an 
hour or more, and often the sales- 
-man is not only suspected of the 
theft but is lucky If he escapes im- 
prisonment for the heel job ho 
knows nothing about. 


I myself with two stalls have 


taken three such music boxes in- 
side of an hour. 


But this graft is not by any means 


confined to music boxes. As a rule 
the biggest money on the heel is 
stolen from saloons. Nearly every 
cafe has besides the register a damp- 
er or money drawer located in the 
back bar. wherein are kept varying 
sums under lock and key during 
business hours and In the safe at 
night 
Out of his damper tho pro- 


'prietor may pay his landlord the 
rent, the brewery collector for the 
beer, and here, too, is kept the cash 
for the accommodation 
of well- 


known customers who desire to 
have checks cashed. 


In ono of our large cities is a sa- 


loon run by a big German who does 
considerable business. 
Jake, the 


boss, pays all his bills in currency 
out of a cigar box ho keeps in a 
damper while he is behind tho bar, 
and when ho goes upstairs he takes 
It with him. 


Several heel mobs had exhausted 


their ingenuity in vait attempts to 
get Jake to leave this damper unpro-« 
tected for a few minutes during the 


. hour when his two bartenders were 
, upstairs eating dinner and he alone 


In the bar. But whether It was be- 
cause Jake could not bo stalled on 
account of a suspicious nature or 
just his stolid laziness they failed to 
accomplish their purpose 
OtJT FOR 
BIG GAME. 


Finally two heel men formed a 


plan and waited until the first of the 
month, when they were reasonably 
sure, If successful, to get a month'* 
rent, beer bill and the check money. 
On the afternoon of the first day of 
the month Jake was leaning his 
enormous frame against 
the back 


bar, talking to two German friends 
who stood drinking beer before him. 
A well-dressed stranger came in, or- 
dered a beer, accidentally spilled 
some of it on his hands, asked Jake 
where he could wash them, and was 
directed to the washroom in the

wash his hands Jake's attention was 
drawn to the (ront window by the 
sight of a man in overalls ascending 
a ladder with a saw in his hand.

Tom visits several groceries, aak- 


ng for change for $10 before ho sees 
a likely op'cuinE. Hero he buys cf a 
woman alon«i in the store a quarter's 
worth and gives a $5 bill in payment. 
Tho woman goes back into the lir- 
ing-room and as Tom hears a draw- 
er being pulled out ho steps to the 
the doorway and politely offers a $1 


bill instead of the other, saying 
"didn't know I had it." as he sees 
where the plant is kept. 


In this manner one pretext or an- 


other serves to locate the plant and 
note is taken of essential details. 
Tho reports are reviewed, passed up- 
on and where necessary further per- 
fected by other visits to the pros- 
pect. Once the plant, representing 
hoarded savings or funds with which 
to pay bills, is found there remains 
tho reckoning as to which of the 
many ways of luring tho unsuspect- 
ing victim out of sight and hearing 
while Jerry sneaks in and takes it. 
Dick, for instance, may impersonate 
a health, gas or water Inspector dur- 
ing the slackest hour of the day and 
bring the shopkeeper to cither back 
yard, cellar or even roof of the 
building and be well away before 
(ho theft is found out. 


These are the methods of heel 


workers. Tho man who follows this 
line of graft is perhaps as well off as 
any other underworld grafter, but 
if superficial reading of his activi- 
ties seems to argue that his is a 
well-paid, well-chosen trade it Is 
is greatly misleadng. 


Jerry, for Instance, never knows 


how long Tom, Dick or Harry is go-

Statistics compiled show that the 


average yearly income of persons 
employed in the principal industrial 
states of the Union range from $501 
to $510. 


Dr. Frank H. Strcightoff, an au- 


thority on economics, places the 
minimum family Income adequate to 
the maintenance of normal living 
conditions in the smaller cities of 
the north, according to tho general 
prevailing American notion of de- 
cent living, at $650. Accordingly, un- 
less more than one member of each 
family contributes to the household 
expenses the income is $150 a year 
less than adequate. 


Estimates compiled show that not 


more than one person in every twen- 
ty-five engaged In gainful occupa- 
tions in the United States earns over 
$1,000 a year. The latest census re- 
turns show that only 40 per cent of 
the population is so employed. From 
this the deduction is made that not 
more than one person in every six- 
ty men, women and children In the 
United States earns $1,000 a year or 
more. 


While the federal government has 


never made a survey of the earn- 
ings of the entire population, statis- 
tics havo been compiled on certain 
industries. The last table made on 
the. earnings of railroad employes 
shows that only seven men in every 
100 earned as much as $1,000 a year. 
Earnings of male employes under 
21 years of age were not considered. 
Neither were the earnings of female 
employes. 
If there are but seven 


adult male employes in every 100 
making over $1,000 a year statisti- 
cians here are confident that not 
more than four employed persons In 
every 100 are making over $1,000 
when the low salaries of female em- 
ployes and minor males is figured in 
tho average. 


With one of every twenty-five per- 


sons in the country making $1,000 a 
year or more, there are in the United 
States approxmately 1,500,000 with 
incomes of more than $1,000 a year. 
Tho last census showed 38,167,366 
persons engaged in gainful occiipa- 
tions. Tho total population at that 
time was 91,972,266, and tho number 
of persons 10 years of age or over 
was 71,580,270. Fifty-three per cent, 
or a little more than half, of all the

have incomes of more than $1,000 
but less than $3,000. 


That there is widespread miscon- 


ception as to the number of persons 
having even moderate incomes was 
proven by the returns made as a re- 
sult of the passage of the income tax 
law. When the law was being con- 
sidered by Congress estimates wera 
made to the committee that at least 
425,000 persons in the United States 
had incomes of more than $3,000 pet 
annum. The returns showed but 
357,598. 


When the law was passed It wai 


believed that over 100 persons In the 
United States had incomes of mor« 
than $1,500,000 a year. The returns 
showed only forty-four to be getting 
more than $1,000,000. Similar reduc- 
tions were made in all classes. 


The first report made by the treas* 


ury department showed the number 
of returns made on the income tax 
to bo as follows:

of incomes in tho United States, is 
said by Dr. Streightoff 
to bar* 


reached the conclusion that "not 
more than one adult male wage- 
earner in every twenty employed In 
the industries of Massachusettes re- 
ceived in annual earnings for a not* 
mally prosperous year more than 
$1,000. On the other hand, more 
than one-third of all the adult malei 
are paid wages under $500; mow 
than one-half receive wages und« 
$600; while nearly three-fourths re- 
ceive less than $700 annually." 


In dealing with statistics on rail- 


ways Professor Nearing concluded 
that "in 1909 61 per cent of the mil- 
lion and a half railroad employes In 
the United States received less than 
$625 a year; that 93 per cent receiv- 
ed less 
than 
$1,000 
a 
year, 


leaving 7 per cent who earned more 
than $1,000." 


Dr. Spahr's estimates show that he 


has figured 200,000 persons in the 
United States make $5,000 a year or 
over, 1,300,000 make from $1,200 to 
$5,000 and 11,000,000 get less than 
$1,200 a year.
